said, “ was not advanced as a com ­ 
plete farm program In Itself, but as 
an important aid toward agricu ltu r­ 
al stabilization.

Byram, receiver of the Milwaukee road, takes a serene and ra­ 
tional view of railroads as agencies of transportation. 
This fact 
is evidenced in his address to tip* Rapid City Commercial club. 
Mr. Byram is not anxiously concerned about the competition 
of the railroads with motor vilifies and airplanes for the carrying 
business of the future. 
He is not disturbed by any other form 
of transportation, whatever the stage to which it may develop. 
This means that he is complacent as to the long-run effect of wa­ 
terway transportation. 
All he asks is that the railroad c o m p a n i e s 
be equitably dealt with. 
The railroads are here to stay because they are indnpensahl * 
to the commerce of the country. 
They will be looked to per.na- 
nently to move the great bulk of the nation’s traffic. 
This can Im 
said with greater assurance today than ever before. 
Manage­ 
ments of the railroads have mach- remarkable progress in the* last 
few years in the matter of economy and efficiency of operation. 
They move freight more rapidly, more cheaply, and on batter 
schedule. 
That is to say I hey move it more cheaply insofar as 
the mechanics of operation enter as an item into carrying cost. 
The number of people in this country who think of the* rail­ 
roads as something detached from the common interests of the 
public* is relatively small today. 
Inevitably the railroads precede* 
or accompany agricultural, industrial and commercial de velop­ 
ment. 
It is futile and profitless to make things or raise things be­ 
yond the needs of a given community unless there are railroad 
facilities to carry these things to marke t. 
Lakes, rivers, motor 
vehicles and airplanes may be important as transportation agen­ 
cies, but they are not enough, being rightly considered supple­ 
ments of railroads. 
Railroad properties are levied on heavily for taxes, and hence 
for money with which government, schools and other public in­ 
stitutions are maintained. 
Railroad companies are very impor­ 
tant customers of merchants and manufacturers, as Mr. Byram 
points out, and they afford well requited employment for a large 
number of men and women. 
In sum, railroads are a vital and 
integral part of the nation’s resources. 
Their physical ownership 
is widely distributed. 
They serve best when they are solvent, go­ 
ing concerns in their financial being. They are not entitled to spe­ 
cial favor, nor do they ask it; they are entitled to the leeway of 
opportunity for pecuniary success which is conceded to the horn st, 
competent me re ham or manufacturer. Say or think casuals what 
we may, they are an essential part of our material fabric.

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RAILROADS IN THE SCH KME OF TH I NOS 


As mentioned editorially by the Minneapolis Tribune, H. PL 
Byram, receiver of the Milwaukee road, takes a serene and ra­ 
tional view of railroads as agencies of transportal ion. This fact 
is evidenced in his address to the Rapid City Commercial club. 
Mr. Byram is not anxiously concerned about the competition 
of the railroads with motor vhicles awd airplanes for the carrying 
business of the future. 
He is not disturbed by any other form 
of transportation, whatever the stage to which it may develop. 
This means that he is complacent as to the long-run effect of wa­ 
terway transportation. All he asks is that the railroad companies 
be equitably dealt with. 
The railroads are here to stay because they are indispensable 
to the commerce of the country. 
They will be looked to perma­ 
nently to move the great bulk of the nation’s traffic. This can be 
said with greater assurance today than ever before. 
Manage­ 
ments of the railroads have made remarkable progress in the last 
few years in the matter of economy and efficiency of operation. 
They move freight more rapidly, more cheaply, and on better 
schedule. 
That is to say they move it more cheaply insofar as 
the mechanics of operation enter as an item into carrying cost. 
The number of people in this country who think of the rail­ 
roads as something detached from the common interests of the 
public is relatively small today. 
Inevitably the railroads precede 
or accompany agricultural, industrial and commercial develop­ 
ment. It is futile and profitless to make things or raise things be­ 
yond the needs of a given community unless there are railroad 
facilities to carry these things to market. 
Lakes, rivers, motor 
vehicles and airplanes may be important as transportation agen­ 
cies, but they are not enough, being rightly considered supple­ 
ments of railroads. 
Railroad properties are levied on heavily for taxes, md hence 
for money with which government, schools and other public in­ 
stitutions are maintained. 
Railroad companies are very impor­ 
tant customers of merchants and manufacturers, as Mr. Byram 
points out, and they afford well requited employment for a large 
number of men and women. 
In sum, railroads are a vital and 
integral part of the nation’s resources. Their physical ownership 
is widely distributed. They serve best when they are solvent, go­ 
ing concerns in their financial being. They are not entitled to spe­ 
cial favor, nor do they ask it; they are entitled to the leeway of 
opportunity for pecuniary success which is conceded to the honest, 
competent merchant or manufacturer. Say or think casually what 
we may, they are an essential part of our material fabric.
